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1. Magistrates have jurisdiction of simple misdemeanors, including traffic and ordinance 
violations, and preliminary hearings, search warrant proceedings, county and municipal infrac­
tions, and small claims. They also have jurisdiction to exercise the powers specified in sec­
tions 644.2 and 644.12, and to hear complaints or preliminary informations, issue warrants, 
order arrests, make commitments, and take bail. They also have jurisdiction over violations 
of section 123.47 and section 123.49, subsection 2, paragraph "h". 

Sec. 2. This Act, being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.

DISORDERLY CONDUCT 

S.F.2091 

AN ACT relating to the offense of disorderly conduct and making a penalty applicable. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 723.4, subsection 2, Code 1987, is amended to read as follows: 
2. Makes loud and raucous noise in the vicinity of any residence or hospital public building 

which causes unreasonable distress to the occupants thereof.

CHAPTER 1094 
JUDICIAL NOMINATING COMMISSION EXPENSES 

S.F.2257 

AN ACT relating to expenses for the state judicial nominating commission. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. NEW SECTION. 46.26 JUDICIAL NOMINATING COMMISSION EXPENSES 
AND COMPENSATION. 

Members of the state judicial nominating commission and the district judicial nominating 
commissions are entitled to be reimbursed for actual and necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties as commissioners for each day spent attending commission meet­
ings or training sessions called by the chairperson. Expenses shall be paid from funds appropri­
ated to the judicial department for this purpose.
